Fisheries Congress Postponed 
The Congress and exhibit were postponed until a later date 
than this Spring as originally contemplated, in order to allow 
sufficient time for preparation. 


Educational Campaign Instead 

The educational campaign will be in charge of an expert 
public relations counsel to be employed by the committee 
consisting of Messrs. Taylor, Barker and Dieter, who will 
solicit and disburse the funds, supervise the campaign, and 
ultimately turn the work over to the National Fisheries 
Association. 

The campaign will be carried on through Lent and as much 
longer as funds permit, utilizing all types of publicity, includ- 
ing the radio, Commissioner Bell having placed at the disposal 
of the committee his radio time of ten minutes a week over 
145 stations. 

R. P. Fletcher, Jr., President of the Booth Fisheries Corpora- 
tion, acted as Chairman of the meeting which was attended 
by over thirty of the industry’s leaders and Bureau officials. 


Fish is Economical, Nutritious, and Offers a Varied Menu 

This educational campaign presents an opportunity for all 
wholesale and retail distributors of fish to tie their own ad- 
vertising in with a National publicity effort to encourage 
people to eat more fish, and to take full advantage of the fact 
that the price of fish is now and will be low as compared with 
the price of meat. 

Now is the time to educate the public to the food value and 
satisfying variety of seafoods. 


Make Tuesday a Fish Day 
For several years the Bureau of Fisheries has advocated, in 
order to stimulate fish sales, the naming of a day at the first 


of the week as fish day. Tuesday has been the day most often 
suggested. 








The Department of Markets of New York City has spon- 
sored a movement to establish Tuesday as a fish day. Radio 
broadcasts are used to announce each Tuesday that certain 
species of fish are available, and it is reported that these broad- 
casts have increased the weekly sales of fish by approximately 
20 percent. 

Henry Gatehouse and Sons of Montreal, Canada, are doing 
all they can to establish Tuesday as a fish day. The idea is 
featured in their newspaper advertising, and their delivery 
wagons carry posters in colors calling attention to Tuesday 
as a fish day. 

Germany is proceeding by regulations, propaganda and 
demonstrations to establish Tuesday as an additional fish day. 
To be law abiding in Germany one must serve fish every 
Tuesday. That the population may obey this regulation 
through choice rather than force, Germany has a specially 
equipped 40-foot car as a travelling school of fish cookery 
that daily puts on demonstrations and lectures in the small 
towns and villages of the interior. Classes are conducted for 
the girls. The car also carries exhibits of fresh and dried sea 
fish, and people are encouraged to purchase these and have 
them cooked at the car. 

The Massachusetts Fisheries Association employs the radio 
to familiarize housewives with the diet elements that seafoods 
contain, the variety available, and the proper method of 
preparation for the table. 

Schools for Retail Fish Dealers 

Plans for a series of “fish schools” are being made by the 
Massachusetts Department of Agriculture as part of a com- 
prehensive program to enable more consumers of the state 
to secure first class fish at reasonable prices. The schools 
will be conducted within the next two months in about 20 
places convenient to the stores which now sell fully 90 percent 
of all the fish eaten in the state. 

The purpose of these fish schools is to improve the condi- 
tions under which fish are marketed at retail throughout the 
state. The state Department of Public Health and local health 
departments exercise proper regulation over the sanitation and 
general condition of fish so far as they affect public health. 

The Department of Agriculture plans to go further and 
offer courses of instruction to men who sell fish to aid them 
in getting fish to the consumers in the most palatable and 
attractive condition, and impress upon consumers the food 


value of fish.

Appoints Rodney E. Feyler 
As Commissioner of Fisheries 
By Alfred Elden 


ODNEY E. Feyler, of Rockland, has been appointed by 

Governor Brann, and the appointment confirmed by the 

Governor’s Council, as Commissioner of Sea & Shore 
Fisheries to succeed Horatio D. Crie. It is understood that 
Clarence E. Goldthwaite, of Biddeford Pool, will serve the 
Western Maine coast, Mr. Crie the Central section and W. 
H. Thurston, of Tremont, the Eastern area, as deputies to Mr. 
Feyler. 

The Maine “Scallop King” as Feyler is known, was born in 
Thomaston Oct. 27, 1887 and educated in the public schools. 
He served five years as postmaster at Friendship and then 
moved to Owl’s Head where he served in a similar capacity 
for two years while conducting a general store and acting as 
a fish dealer. His business venture not proving very success- 
ful he was walking the wharf one day trying to think how 
to make a better living. 

Just then two pioneers in the scallop industry, Arthur Bain 
and Peter K. Reed, came in from the Monroe Island beds with 
large catches of scallops. “Boys,” said Feyler, “I think I 
see a way of earning some money if you will let me have 
those scallops on credit.” Trusting Feyler they did. He 
placed them promptly in New York and from the proceeds 
paid Bain and Reed. 

That was the beginning of a great industry. Feyler moved 
to Rockland. The first year he shipped only 1000 gallons 
but found cordial support from the fishermen. Since then 
he has shipped as high as 275,000 gallons a year. Scallops 
now shipped from Rockland find eager patrons between the 
two coasts of the United States. 

The greatest source of supply is Georges Banks whither Fey- 
ler sends each Summer four 90-foot smacks each carrying 12 
men. At the present time there are 80 small boats dragging 
for scallops along the Maine coast, the aggregate number of 
men being given employment by the “Scallop King” number- 
ing about 200. For a number of seasons Feyler also did a 
very large business in scallops at New Bedford. 

His plant at Rockland is one of the largest on the Maine 
coast and embraces other branches of the fishing industry. In 
1934 he paid to’ fishermen approximately $200,000, half of 
this being to ground fishermen and lobster smackmen. 


Maine Coast Fisheries to Reorganize 
Plenty of interest is evident in the reorganization of the 
Maine Coast Fisheries, Inc., the ERA fish cooperative at 
Portland. John A. McDonough, Maine ERA director, and 
Rufus Stone of the Cooperative and the Cooperative’s ac- 
countants were all in Washington a week in January going 
over the reorganization plans. The reorganization was or-

dered after an investigation of complaints from Portland com- 
mercial dealers but it is believed all objections can be met 
by the reorganization. 

Last session Congress passed the bill authorizing fishermen 
to form Cooperatives as the farmers have done for some years. 
The Maine Cooperative was the first to be set up and is be- 
ing watched by other groups—especially the Southern oyster- 
men. McDonough says the Cooperative is hampered because 
it cannot enter the commercial market and can’t ship outside 
the state. He wants FERA to let him ship fish to other 
State relief directors. Still it is manifestly impossible to let 
a FERA-supported organization compete with private business. 


Relief from Lobster Importations Expected 

Relief from excessive importations of Canadian lobsters is 
hoped for in time for Spring fishing, according to the Maine 
Lobster Fishermen’s Association. 

A complaint against importations, filed under the provisions 
of Section 3-E of the National Recovery Act, is now in Wash- 
ington and it is expected a public hearing will be called for 
an early date. 

When the Lobstermen’s Association was formed at a meet- 
ing in Rockland last Summer, there was some agitation for a 
complete embargo on Canadian lobster imports. Later, how- 
ever, it appeared to be the consensus that a trade agreement 
which would limit the shipments from the Land of the Maple 
Leaf and control to some extent the price, would be of 
greater advantage. 

That unlimited importation of Canadian lobsters is injurious 
to the trade is the one subject upon which most lobster fisher- 
men agree. A study of price trends of the past shows an 
invariable drop in the price as soon as Charlotte County, 
N. S., starts shipping in the fall.

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Sea Food to Relieve Drought Aftermath 


Fish and Sea Food Institute Announced at Luncheon 
Ocean’s Wealth to Combat Meat Scarcity 


| a fishing industries of the United States pledge them- 


selves to help relieve conditions brought about by the * 


high price and scarcity of meat due to last Summer’s 
drought by supplying the American people with fish and sea 
food at low prices. There will never be a drought in the 
ocean. 

This was the keynote of a luncheon held Tuesday, Febru- 
ary 5th, at the Sherry-Netherland, 59th Street and Fifth 
Avenue, New York, N. Y., to inaugurate the Fish and Sea 
Food Institute of the United States, at which William Fellowes 
Morgan, Jr., Commissioner, Department of Public Markets, 
Weights and Measures, City of New York, stated that ehe 
price of hogs has reached 94% of the November 1928 level 
while all the fish landed at the principal ports of New Eng- 
land, according to the U. S. Bureau of Fisheries figures for 
November 1934, were 50% of the price for the same month 
in 1928. 

The Fish and Sea Food Institute of the United States was 
founded to promote a better understanding of the advantages 
of fish and sea food, emphasizing its economy, food value 
and taste. 

Speakers at the luncheon, in addition to Mr. Morgan, were: 
Harden F. Taylor, a director of the Fish and Sea Food Institute 
of the United States; Agnes I. Webster, home economist, 
United States Bureau of Fisheries; and J. George Frederick, 
president, Society for the Advancement of Better Living. 

According to Miss Webster, the art of cooking fish will be 
altered on the basis of scientific facts newly uncovered. Be- 
cause fish live in very cold temperatures, in cooking fish it 
should be borne in mind that the flesh of fish begins to coagu- 
late, that is, cook, at eighty-two degrees Fahrenheit. Meat 
begins to cook at around one hundred and fifty degrees 
Fahrenheit, it was pointed out. 

The menu at the luncheon, consisting of 8 courses of fish, 
included: Oysters Bourguignonne, Bouillabaisse, Bisque of 
clams, Sea feod pot pie New England style, Lobster Ravigote, 
Planked shad and Roe Cape May, and Bass souffle bonne femme. 

The Institute announced the following nine points regard- 
ing fish and sea food: 








All Summer the price to Maine lobstermen has held fairly 
steady, with dealers paying an average price of close to 25 
cents per pound. With the opening of Charlotte County 
December 1 this year the price dropped to from 15 to 
18 cents. 

Some observers say that strenuous competition among some 
of the big dealers will force the price of lobsters higher 
this Winter than for some seasons past. They say that 
lobster fishermen may expect to receive as high as 35 to 40 
cents per pound before the Winter is over. 


Scallop Fishermen Want Duty on Imported Scallops 


In 1931 the value of imported scallops came to about 
1/12th of the amount received by the fishermen of New 
Jersey, New York, Massachusetts and Maine. By 1934 the 
value of imported scallops amounted to about 45 per cent 
of the amount received by the American fishermen. There 
is no duty on scallops coming into the U.S.A. At least a 
50 per cent tariff is needed. 

In 1931 the value of imported scallops amounted to a 
trifle over $24,000 a year, whereas from January to Novem- 
ber in 1934 the value amounted to $114,000. 

The Japanese importations have increased about three times 
while the Canadian importations have climbed from $18,000 


to $100,000. 


1. One hundred and sixty-two different species of fish and 
shell fish are regularly produced in the United States. This 
number exceeds in variety all other kinds of foods taken to- 
gether—all meats, poultry, game, vegetables, grains, tubers, 
seeds, melons, fruits, berries, and nuts. No other class of 
food compares with fish and sea food in their possibilities of 
variety for the epicure. 

2. The ocean contains a uniform and invariable solution 
of all the chemical elements necessary for life. In it there 
can never be any deficiency of any substance necessary for 
perfect chemical balance in the diet. 

3. Substantially all of the world’s supply of iodine is in - 
the ocean. Fish are practically the only source of vitamin D. 

4. Calcium or lime is regarded by biochemists as an ele- 
ment generally lacking in the American diet. Most fish and 
shellfish are exceptionally rich in lime. Most fishes contain 
several times as much lime as meat contains, and in the body 
of every shellfish is an abundance of lime on its way to the 
growing shell. 

5. Fish do not have to support their body weight. They 
are buoyed up in water in which they swim. They do not 
need a heavy framework, tough gristles and sinews and strong 
muscles to support them. Of all flesh foods, they are most 
delicate and easily digested. 

6. Of all animals, fish and shell fish, being cold blooded, 
are by far the most efficient converters of their forage into 
human food; warm blooded animals dissipate three-fourths 
of the energy of their food as heat to keep their bodies warm, 
and only one-fourth is available to support their activities 
and provide for growth. All of a fish’s food goes to support 
activities and for growth. 

7. Except for inland streams and lakes, fish are interna- 
tional and are the property of no person, state or nation until 
they are caught. Whatever is taken out of the ocean is net 
addition to the wealth of our country and depletes no reserve 
of any natural resource. 

8. The United States is one of the three greatest producers 
of fish and sea foods in the world. The other two are Great 
Britain and Japan. This country produces about three billion 
pounds annually. The fish industry supports a quarter of a 
million workers in production, and with their families, over 
a million. If the distributors and manufacturers are included, 
the number is greatly increased. The value of the annual 
production is three hundred million dollars. 

9. It is officially estimated by the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture that for the coming year, meats will be short of 
last year’s supply by at least twenty-one pounds per capita, 
because of the drought last summer. This shortage is ex- 
pected to continue and prices are expected to be high for at 
least two years. As yet, no drought has been reported in the 
ocean, lakes and rivers, and none is expected. The fisheries 
industries are prepared to augment the food supply of the 
nation with fish and sea foods of conspicuous nutritive value, 
and definite appeal to the taste and pocketbook.

Oyster Co.; R. P. Fletcher, Jr., Booth Fisheries Corp.; John 
Matthews, Middle Atlantic Fisheries Association; William

Fishing Shows Upward Trend 


After Month of Unusual Weather

NE-twelfth of 1935 has rolled to looward and if there 

is any virtue in the much-discussed law of averages, the 

balance of the year should be a humdinger. It is sel- 
dom that residents of these latitudes ever live through a 
month wherein conditions are so entirely unfit for man or 
beast to shove his nose clear of shelter. 

The temperature has leaped up and down, from six to 
eight above zero to seventy. A forty-five degree change in 
turns of the tide has occurred so often that half the local 
population is still dizzy. There have been gales that picked 
up half of Vineyard Sound and piled it on top of the other 
half. They have torn the Atlantic Ocean to rags and 
waved the gristly fragments like a split top-s’l going out of 
the bolt-ropes. There have been days when the ground- 
swell rolled masthead high, and other days when the fog 
laid so thick that not even steamers could shove their way 
through it, but anchored in fleets, all along the coast, while 
the crew attempted to clear the fog from masts and stacks 
with axes and saws. 

And there have been days when the sea was as smooth as 
oil, when there was not a cloud in the sky or a breath of wind. 
But things didn’t remain that way for very long. 

The Wheelhouse Loafer, who presides over this column, has 
for long maintained that a wise and beneficient Providence 
looks after all good and faithful sea-skimmers. We adhere 
to this theory with faith unshaken, holding that but for such 
Divine protection, some scores of casualties would have oc- 
curred during this cussed spell of weather. 


Dangerous Fishing 

For the gang just would not lay in port. They dodged out 
and tried to fish when commonsense should have told them 
that they were taking their lives in their hands. They sailed 
with the sunset, and were caught in gales that broke at 
midnight, blacker than the inside of an Ethiopian’s pocket and 
colder than Greenland. They fought their way home through 
that same fog that we have described, and out of all this 
month of smother, we have only one disaster to report. 


Two Boats Struck Reefs 
The Boston trawler, Waltham II, struck on the reef off the 
South side of Nomansland and went down. The Vineyard 
Haven schooner, 3 and 1 and 1, Captain John Salvadore, 
struck shortly before and near the same spot, but was able to 
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float herself without damage and to take off the crew of 
the Waltham, whom they landed in New Bedford. It was a 
tough break, mighty tough, but why there weren’t more such 
happenings is a mystery. : 


Good Month for Yellowtailing 

The inside explanation was the fact that yellowtailing was 
pretty good hereabouts and the market ranged at a fairly 
high level all through the month. The gang was hopeful of 
making hay, whether the sun shone or not, and it is a fact 
that most of them cleaned up a few dollars even if they had 
to run chances to do it. As the tailend of the month heaves 
alongside, the fishing is even better, and the market too, shows 
an upward trend that is encouraging. Altogether, January 
may be said to have left a string of figures, small, perhaps, 
but in the black. And this in spite of the fact that there have 
been scarcely any haddock, cod or black backs taken in local 
waters this Winter. Everything has been net-fishing, and 
it has been the rule now, for a year or a trifle better, that you 
can’t take round fish in Vineyard waters with anything but 
a hook. 

Flukes and Butters 

They got some flukes and some butters here, early in the 
month, about the latest that the boys have ever taken these 
fish in numbers that really meant a fattening of the return 
check. But they petered out before the middle of the month, 
frozen to death, or what-not. 


Sea-Scallops Disappear 

And our sea-scallops performed one of their peculiar tricks 
which is still unexplained. They ran well all through De- 
cember and during the early part of January. Then came 
a spell of rough weather that stopped the fishing for a week. 
When the gang went out on the bearings again, they couldn’t 
find the bivalves at all. 

They searched the ocean over and under, but no use, the 
bivalves were as absent as Chinamen with whiskers. And 
so the gang steamed back to port and swore that the scallops 
had left the coast. 

Perfecting New Device 

Capt’n Ernest (Horsepower) Mayhew of Chilmark, who is 
famed for his inventions, and feats of strength, has been shut 
up in his laboratory for a month. According to longshore 
gossip, Ernest is perfecting a device to sharpen trap-spiles. A 
gadget like a pencil-sharpener that can be twirled around a 
white-oak log and will put on a fancy point. 


Oyster-Stuffed Turkeys 
Capt’n Chet Robinson, who is famed for his culinary skill, 
has announced that inasmuch as people are so very fond of 
turkey stuffed with oysters, he will raise a few turkeys and 
feed the critters on oysters, thereby saving labor and gaining 
a more uniform flavor.

Gloucester 


Wants Higher 
Tariff on Processed Fish

f DELEGATION of Gloucester fish producers conferred 


in Boston on January 28 with Raymond J. Kenney, 

State Fish Commissioner, at a meeting designed to 
evolve a definite program for Governor Curley to submit to 
Washington. 

The delegation included Thomas J. Carroll, Manager of 
Gorton-Pew Fisheries; Capt. Ben. Pine, of the Atlantic Supply 
Co.; Capt. Ben. Curcuru, of the Producers Fish Co.; Capt. 
Edward A. Proctor, President of the Gloucester Master 
Mariners’ Association; Capt. Lemuel Firth; Representative 
Frederick J. Tarr, Jr.; Senator Cornelius F. Haley, and also 
Edward Dunn and John Nagle of Boston. ; 


Endorse Tarr’s Bill 

The delegates voted unanimously to endorse Representative 
Tarr’s resolution calling for the enactment of Federal legisla- 
tion which would allow the pledging of fishing vessels as se- 
curity for loans from various Federal agencies. 

The Reconstruction Finance Corporation is willing to make 
loans to the fishing industry, but the Federal law regarding 
mortgages does not protect or secure mortgage on_ vessels 
smaller than 200 tons. If Congress will amend the present 
law to provide that vessels smaller than 200 tons can secure 
loans by valid mortgages, it is understood that the R. F. C. 
is ready to act. 

Surplus Mackerel 

The delegates were of the opinion that if the Federal Gov- 
ernment would take surplus mackerel at a reasonable price, 
2c per pound, the industry would be able to restore itself to 
economic independence. 

It was stated that this fish should be distributed West of 
Albany so as to protect the Boston dealers’ market, and it 
was pointed out that the introduction of this product to 
people who were not familiar with it would result in their 
becoming future patrons. 


Higher Tariff 

The delegates were agreed that the tariff should be higher 
on imported boneless codfish and on other imported fish 
which enters this country prepared so as to provide no labor 
for American workers, and voted to request President Roose- 
velt to use his authority in increasing the duty on processed 
fish by 50%. 

Basic Food Commodity 

The Governor and Mayor George H. Newell of Gloucester, 
together with a committee, conferred wtih Harry L. Hopkins 
Federal Administrator in Washington on February 2, and 
plans are now being formulated for the Federal Government 
to take over surplus fish as a basic food commodity for dis- 
tribution to cities and towns within two hundred miles of 
Gloucester. 

First Halibuter Sails 

Capt. Carl Olsen and crew sailed on January 22 in the 
Oretha F. Spinney, bound on their first halibuting trip of the 
season. The craft was the first of the halibut fleet to sail. 


Capt. Spinney to Go Dory Trawling 
Capt. Lemuel E. Spinney, owner and skipper of the Clara 
and Hester, has changed his mind about long stringing and 
will stick to dory trawling with six dories when he goes 
halibuting this month. It will be the maiden trip for the 
craft, although she was launched last Summer. 


Southern Boats Do Well 
Some of the boats have done mighty well in the South, 
getting as high as $400 per man since they left Gloucester 
the first of December. Last month they were getting good 
trips of fish and receiving decent prices for them. 
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Massachusetts Fisheries Association 
Urges Necessity of Tariff 


T a meeting of the industry called by the Massachusetts 
Fisheries Association on February 7, it was clearly 
brought out that even the present tariff is inadequate to 
protect the industry as it should be protected. There was 
general opposition to removing or lowering the tariff on fish 
+ imported from Canada. All speakers pointed out the necessity 
of united action in taking the necessary steps to maintain the 
present tariff. A vote showed everyone in favor of the whole 
industry proceeding as a unit in demanding that the present 
tariff be retained. 

E. H. Cooley, Manager of the Association, gave a report 
covering the work done by the Association last year, and 
outlining possibilities for the future. 

Mr. Cooley’s report stressed three points—1. The work done 
by the Association in connection with the recent strike. 2. 
The legislative activities of the Association. 3. Publicity. ? 

Under publicity special reference was made to the signs on 
trucks advertising fish, fish schools for men who sell fish to 
the public, and radio broadcasts. It was voted to continue 
to increase the publicity work. 








“Ingomar” on Haddocking Trip 
Capt. Albert Hines is taking command of the schooner 
Ingomar and left last month haddocking. The Ingomar was 
engaged in freighting salt fish for the Gorton-Pew Fisheries, 
her owners, last Fall with Capt. Dan McCuish at the wheel. 


Portland Fish Co. Still Active 

The Portland Fish Company is still active at the Jordan 
Wharf with Capt. Frank Daggett, shore skipper in command. 

The latter part of last month he had but one craft, the 
Pofisco, Capt. Charles Train, but by the end of this month 
expects that all his boats will be back from Pértland to re- 
sume gill netting. Capt. Arthur Ricker in the Onward III, 
and Capt. Ira Grant in the Elizabeth B., went home to repair 
their nets which were damaged. 


Severe Weather Causes Plenty of Damage 

The month of January proved to be a hard one for the 
fishing vessels. Many of the vessels were lat: in arriving due 
to the unfavorable weather which checked fishing activity on 
the Banks.

“Albert D. Willard” Total Loss 
The local dragger Albert D. Willard, Capt. James Duarte, 
which had been fishing out of Norfolk, went ashore last 
month on Currituck Beach, N. C., in a dense fog. Capt. 
Duarte and crew of five were rescued by Coast Guardsmen. 


The vessel was a total loss as was also her trip of 65 barrels 
of croakers. 


“Elsie” Abandoned Off Newfoundland 
Word was received in Gloucester on January 22 that the 
former racing fishing schooner Elsie, sold last year to New- 
foundland parties, had foundered off St. Pierre, Miquelon and 
was a total loss. Her skipper, Capt. Levi Kearley and his 
crew of six men were forced to row for 48 hours to land at 
St. Pierre after abandoning their craft 48 miles offshore. 


Up-to-date Aid to Navigation to be Installed 

Fishing vessels from this port, or other marine traffic, will 
soon be able to make the harbor with greater ease, fog or no 
fog, providing they are equipped with radio direction finders. 
It is understood that on the tip of the Eastern Point break- 
water will be installed the necessary apparatus for what is 
known as a radio beacon, to supplement the powerful red 
lamp, and permit the incoming vessel to get her exact bearing 
by means of the beacon which will be synchronized with a 
neighboring station. 
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The “Katie S$”, owned by Captain Sam Marsh of Smith’s 

Island, Md., engaged in running crabs during the Summer 

and oysters during the Fall and Winter. The “Katie S” is 
equipped with Eveready batteries. 


Maryland 


Virginia and Delaware Oyster 
Industry Faces a Bright Future

T a meeting of the Maryland, Virginia, and Delaware 

Oyster Production Credit Association held in Salisbury, 

Md., on Monday, Jan. 21st, Swepson Earle, State Con- 
servation Commissioner for Maryland, said Maryland’s oyster 
industry faces a bright future. Earle said the Association’s 
program would increase the annual production from the 
Chesapeake Bay and its tributaries from 1,800,000 bushels to 
6,000,000 bushels in five years. 

J. S. Darling, of Hampton, Va., president of the Associa- 
tion, and W. H. Walker of Exmore, Va., were named directors 
for two years. Chas. A. Loockerman, of Crisfield, was elect- 
ed director for three years, and W. E. Northam of Benedict, 
Md., and I. W. Tarburton, of Dover, Del., for one year. 

Organized last September, the organization has received ap- 
plications for loans totaling $158,316. A total of $93,500 has 
been approved and $17,550 turned over to applicants. <A 
promise that small loans would be expedited was made. The 
treasurer’s report showed the value of Class B stock, held by 
borrowers, had increased from $5 to $8.15 per share. 


Hard Crabs Bring High Prices 
Hard crabs brought the highest prices in the Crisfield mar- 
ket during January, than for several years past, selling for 
$7.50 per barrel. Hard crabs have been scarce this Winter. 


Ready for Big Herring Season 

The shad and herring fishermen of tidewater Maryland and 
Virginia who have been busy patching their nets and repair- 
ing their boats and equipment, are hoping that February will 
be a warm month, and, if it is, fish will be coming into the 
Chesapeake Bay by the first of March. 

There was a good demand for herring last season, the can- 
ning houses buying all the stock at much better prices 
than ever realized before. The canning houses are preparing 
to handle more herring this season than ever before. 


L. R. Carson 

L. R. Carson, manager of the L. R. Carson, Inc., of Cris- 
field, died last month. Mr. Carson was known as the “crab 
king” of the United States. The firm will continue business 
under the management of Charles Woolston, who has been 
connected with the firm for several years. 

Mr. Carson had branch packing houses in several locations. 
Recently he had operated at Hampton, Va., and New Bern, 
N. C. For some time he conducted a devil crab business in 
New York. 
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Funds Sought to Fight Oyster Pests 


HE House Merchant Marine and Fisheries Committee 

on January 25 reported favorably a bill by Representa- 

tive Bland of Virginia authorizing the expenditure of 
$500,000 to combat the oyster parasites on the Atlantic and 
Gulf coasts. 

The money would be spent to check the ravages of the 
leech in the South Atlantic and Gulf waters, the drill in the 
Chesapeake Bay area and the starfish in North Atlantic waters. 

The request for this appropriation was made to Harry L. 
Hopkins, Federal Emergency Relief Administrator, by a dele- 
gation headed by Representatives Bland of Virginia, Warren 
of North Carolina, and Caldwell and Sears of Florida. 

Louisiana and Mississippi oyster interests are following this 
movement to obtain Federal funds for control and eradication 
of pests threatening the oyster industry. 

Representative Fernandez of Louisiana and Colmer of 
Mississippi are desirous of having the oyster leech pest eradi- 
cated in Florida so as to prevent spread of the pest to the 
Mississippi and Louisiana coasts. 


Bloxom and the Baylor Survey 

The attitude of O. A. Bloxom, President of the Virginia 
Oystermen’s Protective Association, was incorrectly stated in 
our last issue, and we regret that we were wrongly informed. 
Mr. Bloxom has been fighting for the retention of the Baylor 
Survey for the past 25 years. He states that he will stand 
behind the constitution of Virginia which specifically sets 
forth that the natural oyster rocks, beds and shoals of the 
state shall be held in trust for the people of the Common- 
wealth and shall not be leased, rented or sold. The Baylor 
Survey set out the natural oyster rocks, beds and shoals over 
forty years ago, in order to prevent dispute as to what rocks, 
etc., were public rocks. While a number of choice rocks and 
many thousands of fine oyster beds were not included in the 
survey lines, the survey as a whole is as good as can-possibly 
be done to protect the people of the Commonwealth, and Mr. 
Bloxom will continue to fight for the upholding of its lines. 


L. M. Newcomb 


Leonard M. Newcomb, outstanding figure in the seafood 
industry in Virginia, and President of the firm bearing his 
name and located at Phoebus, died at his home Wednesday, 
January 30, after a long illness. He was but fifty years old 
but had been in failing health for the last year. 

Mr. Newcomb realized the importance of the trawler trade 
in Tidewater, Virginia. When the condemnation of oyster 
beds in this section threatened the seafood advancement, he 
utilized the possibilities of the trawler fleet and since that 
time there has been a stream of the boats in and out of his 
piers at Phoebus. He was a director of the Oystermen’s Asso- 
ciation of Virginia, and so long as health permitted he took 
a part in its deliberations. 


North Carolina Has New Cannery 


URRITUCK County, N. C., will have a new canning 

factory for the packing of crab meat, herring, herring 

roe and drum fish. The new factory has been built near 
Powells Point, on the George Dodge farm and Mr. Dodge 
will be the operator. 

The plant was opened with an oyster roast and thrown 
open for inspection by invited guests last month. 

Mr. Dodge plans among other things to produce a Russian 
style pack of herring, a good seller in delicatessen stores in 
many eastern and middle western cities. It is unlike the Bis- 
marck herring popular in Germany, or the rollmop in the 
Netherlands, in that it is preserved whole in its pickle of 
wine and spices after having been cured in brine. 

Mr. Dodge says the plant will give employment to 25 or 
more men in taking crabs for the plant, in addition to the 
labor employed at the plant itself.

Suffolk County Starts 
Project for Eliminating Starfish

RESOLUTION offered by Supervisor $. Wentworth 

Horton, of Southold Town, providing for the elimina- 

tion of starfish as a county-wide work relief project, 
was unanimously adopted at a special meeting of the Suffolk 
County Board of Supervisors on Thursday, January 24. The 
Work Relief Bureau was requested to put the plan into opera- 
tion as soon as possible. 

The starfish is one of the most destructive natural enemies 
of shellfish, particularly oysters and scallops. The taking of 
the two kinds of shellfish is an important industry to this 
county, Supervisor Horton pointed out, and furnishes em- 
ployment for hundreds of residents. 

The Southold Supervisor has suggested that baymen be paid 
for catching starfish, Another phase of the project is that 
farmers could be supplied with a cheap ferti- 
lizer, as the starfish contains ammonia and phos- gg 
phate. It is said to be an excellent fertilizer. A = 
chemical analysis is being obtained at Wash- 
ington through Supervisor Horton’s efforts so 
that the exact value may be ascertained. 


Must Have Permit to Catch Shellfish 

Some people are under the impression that 
they may take as many shellfish from certified 
waters without a permit as they desire. This 
is incorrect and Commissioner Lithgow Os- 
borne has issued a statement to this effect. 

Only one bushel of shellfish a day may be 
taken and this bushel must include all fish 
taken and if any scallops are taken they must 
show the annual growth line. The scallops 
may be taken from September 1st to March 
31st except in the town of Huntington where 
the open season is from Oct. 15th to April 15th. 

Lands First Swordfish in 1935 

A swordfish was landed in New York on 
Jan. 10. It was brought in by the Mabel E. 
Bryson, a tilefish vessel, and was the first 
swordfish to be landed this year. It was caught 
on the tilefish grounds, weighed 190 pounds 
dressed, and sold for 35c per pound. 


Soon to Leave for Fishing Grounds 
The trap fishing firm of Vail & Eldredge 
of East Marion leaves this month for the 
fishing grounds at Gardiner’s Island, and 
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Russell Terry and Vail Brothers start their work at Mon- 
tauk. The first part of April will find all of the firms on 
the job. 

Board of Directors Meet 

A meeting of the Board of Directors of the Long Island 
Fishermen’s Protective Association was held on January 19 
with Alfred Tucker, manager of the association, presiding. 

A recommendation was made at this time to provide for 
non-voting associate members. They will be entitled to cer- 
tain privileges and® will receive the monthly bulletin of the 
association. The annual dues will be $2. 

Two bills before the State Legislature were discussed by 
the members. One bill relates to the jurisdiction of the 
Marine District by the Conservation Department. This bill 
also provides that the Conservation Department will have the 
power and authority to fix fees in this district at the desire 
of the department. The other bill proposes to change the 
present definition of nets so that it will include purse nets, 
and beam and otter trawls. For the present this latter bill 
will not affect such nets until the department secures juris-- 
diction of the Marine District. It was resolved that the asso- 
ciation go on record as opposing these bills. 

Preparing for Action 

Chris Jensen has been overhauling the engines of the derrick 
scow of the Long Island Fish Company. 

John Van Essendelft is getting his fishing boat, Colonel 
Lindbergh, ready for the scallop season. 

Peter Van Vessem and William Seerveld are at work in 
their shop on the creek getting the nets of the South Bay 
Fish Company ready for next season’s fishing. 

Richard Zegel and Peter Bais have overhauled the engine 
of their fishing boat, Florence Z. 

Keel for New Boat Laid 

Walter Lightner has laid the keel of a boat of the Richard- 
son cruiser type which he is building for himself. The craft 
will be 28 feet long with an 81 foot beam and will be pow- 
ered with a 20 hp Kermath motor. Recently he completed a 
boom for the fishing boat Mildred and Madeline owned by 
Edward Buys and Marinus Verschure and a mast for the 
sloop Curlew belonging to A. Obrig, of Ridgewood, N. J.

The 
engine is of full compression cold starting type and is equipped 
with an electric starter and generator. It is fitted with reverse 
gear and clutch, while a 2:1 reduction gear is optional.

Light-Weight Diesel by Bolinders 

The Bolinders Company showed one of their light-weight 
Diesels. These engines, which retain all of the valuable fea- 
tures of the heavy duty engine are made in three sizes: one, 
two, and four cylinders, 25 hp per cylinder, 714% in. bore, 
71% in. stroke, maximum speed 1000 revolutions and normal 
rating at 800 revolutions. These units are all fitted with built- 


in reverse gear. Cylinders are cast separately. The engine 
is of the 2-cycle type. The compact bed-plate is of cast 
iron box section. The silencer for scavenging air is formed 


in the bedplate. 

The crankcase for single as well as multi-cylinder engines is 
in one piece, reinforcing the bedplate longitudinally. Doors 
of sufficient size are provided at the sides of the crankcase giv- 
ing easy access to the crankpin bearings. Main bearings are 
of the S.K.F. roller type weighing 15 Ibs. each. 

Crank shaft is 334 in. in diameter, of forged steel fitted 
with counterweights well balanced. The connecting rod is 
of forged steel “I” section. Bearing on connection rod end, 
334 in. by 334 in. white metal lined bronze. Piston pin is 
23% in. in diameter, in double needle roller bearings, which is 
a new development in marine engines. 

A variable speed governor, placed on the side of the en- 
gine, driven by a vertical shaft, allows the operator to control 
the speed at will from approximately 100 revolutions to maxi- 
mum speed. It is also arranged for remote control. 

The same gear that drives the governor also drives the cam 
which actuates the fuel injection pumps. Moving parts of

Edison Batteries Shown by Smith-Meeker 

Outstanding in the exhibit of the Smith-Meeker Engineer- 
ing Company of New York was the Edison display. An 
attractive background showed pictures of vessels in four types 
of service, equipped with Edison Batteries; namely the fishing 
vessel Grand Marshall, Capt. Frank Hubbard; the tug Bridge- 
port, owned by the Red Star Towing Co.; the tanker Supreme, 
owned by the Gulf Refining Co., and the yacht Caroline, 
owned by Eldrich R. Johnson. In the center of the back- 
ground, there was a switchboard demonstrating the Edison 
110 volt automatic continuous current system. This system 
makes certain an absolute supply of current in the event of 
current failure from the generator, the battery automatically 
taking the load and thus furnishing uninterrupted power for 
lights and radio service. There was also shown a 32 volt full 
floating system with motor generating set, and 32 volt Edison 
battery and control panel, all in operation. Several other 
types of Edison batteries were also on display.

Chrysler Ace 

The Chrysler Ace Type C.R. is a six-cylinder. 3144 by 45% 
engine which is fitted with a 2.56 to 1 reduction gear. It 
will develop 60 bhp at 900 rpm on the propeller shaft, and 
will turn a 20 by 26 wheel 900 rpm. 

Other models exhibited by Amplex Manufacturing Co were 
the Crown, Imperial and Majestic, all offered in both direct 
drive and with reduction gears. By the ingenious use of 
various reduction gear ratios, these four models cover a wide 
range of requirements of motor boat propulsion. 

Outstanding in this year’s display was a cutaway Imperial 
reduction gear engine in operation, with every working part 
of motor, reverse gear and reduction gear in plain sight. There 
was also an Ace direct drive model, partially cut away to 
show design and construction. 


Three Hill Diesels 

The Hill Diesel Engine Co. exhibit covered three different 
types of engines. The one which is probably best suited for 
fishing vessels is their 4-cylinder, 5 x 7, which develops from 
50-60 hp at 800-1000 rpm. This engine has been on the mar- 
ket for eight years and has found use in all types of service. 
Another model was the 6-cylinder, 314 x 6, 30-60 hp, 1000- 
2000 rpm. The third type, their latest addition, was a V8 
(8-cylinder 5 x 7) 150-200 hp, 1200-2000 rpm, which has 
as optional equipment a 2:1 reduction gear. All of the Com- 
pany’s engines are of the 4-cycle, full Diesel type and are 
equipped with Bosch fuel pumps and Hill injectors. The 
5 x 7 can be furnished in one, two, three or six cylinders, 
all of which can be air starting, the one and two being avail- 
able with hand starting also. 


Kermath Presents New Small Diesel 

In addition to its extensive line of gasoline marine engines, 
Kermath Manufacturing Co. presented a new full Diesel. 

The new Kermath Diesels are comparable to the Kermath 
gasoline models in compactness, relatively low weight fac- 
tor, extreme simplicity, and dependability and smoothness. 

The Kermath Diesel has an exclusive patented combustion 
chamber, one of which is located at the side of each cylinder. 
This is spherical in shape and has a passage way or port open- 
ing into the side of the cylinder. As a piston reaches the 
end of its top center travel it starts closing the port thereby 
forcing the air through the aperture with extremely high 
velocity, actually accelerating the turbulence action at the 
critical time of injection and combustion. 

The 6-cylinder Diesel 6-474 weighs just under 2000 
pounds, and is but 593% inches overall. The depth below 
center is 107% inches, while the height above is but 271/, inches. 

The power curve ranges from 50 hp at 800 rpm to 120 hp 
at 2000 rpm. It takes its horsepower rating of 113 hp at 
1800 rpm, at which point it is governed for continuous maxi- 
mum duty service. Bore is 43% inches with 51/4 inches stroke. 

A quiet centerline double internal reduction gear is avail- 
able adding but 834 inches to the overall length. The ratio 
is 2.1 to 1. 

Model 6-707 is rated 160 hp at 1600 rpm. 
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The Kermath Diesel starts and operates on fuel oil, gasoline 
not being employed in any form. To facilitate quick start- 
ing in sub-zero temperature glow plugs are supplied. 


Cooper-Bessemer “N” Line 

At the exhibit of the Cooper-Bessemer Corporation were 
shown two Diesel engines of their “N” line, which the Com- 
pany has developed within the past year. They were model 
BN-6 marine gear, 125 bhp at 1200 rpm, weight 3900 or 
31 pounds per hp, and model EN-6, direct reversible, 300 
bhp at 900 rpm, weight 2214 pounds per hp. These new en- 
gines are very neat in appearance and have several improved 
features which give increased strength, greater area on the 
compression side, and insure quiet operation. 

Cooper-Bessemer types EN and GN were illustrated and de- 
scribed in detail in the January issue of ATLANTIC FISHERMAN. 


Michigan Propellers 

The Michigan Wheel Corporation, manufacturers of Michi- 
gan “Machined-Pitch” propellers, showed a line of these 
wheels, and also a new repair device which will reveal any 
blade distortion and permit its quick correction. The new 
pattern equipment is built to accommodate propellers up to 
and including 36 inches diameter, both right and left hand. 
The device is used as one important step in securing accur- 
acy of pitch in making new wheels, and with it a damaged 
blade may be easily shaped to the correct pitch. 


Palmer Engines 

Palmer exhibited their entire line of engines, among which 
was the ZR4, medium duty, four-cycle, four-cylinder, 40 hp, 
with Atwater Kent ignition, multiple disc, reverse clutch, en- 
closed base mechanically oiled. 

The Storm King Six motor is of the semi-high speed type, 
with a speed range up to 1400 rpm. It is a four-cycle, six- 
cylinder motor with a 414 inch bore and a 6 inch stroke, hav- 
ing a displacement of 572.5 cubic inches. Its power range 
from 1000 rpm to 1400 rpm is from 60 to 80 hp. Motor 
entirely enclosed. Can be supplied in true right and left 
hand motors for twin screw installation. 

The Palmer-Ford Conversion was illustrated and described 
in our January issue. 


Pettit Gives out Tide Calendars 

Much interest was shown at the Pettit Paint Company’s 
booth where all boat owners who registered were given a tide 
calendar. Five of the names registered will be drawn and 
the winners will be given enough paint to cover their boat for 
the Spring painting. There was a display of Pettit’s com- 
plete line of paints and varnishes for marine trade. A spe- 
cial feature was the exhibit of several model vessels includ- 
ing a model of a Gloucester Fisherman, designed and owned 
by Capt. L. H. Simmons of Jonesport, Maine; a model of a 
New Bedford Whaler, by E. E. Pinson of Bath, Maine; a 
reproduction of the Constitution, built by Capt. Ann Hatha- 
way of Brooklyn; and a scale model of the U.S.S. Evans con- 
structed by Lyman Nichols of Nutley, N. J.

Fishermen Seek 
Benefits of Farm Credit Act 
_ Sigrire anes Isaac Bacharach of Atlantic City has 


introduced a bill to extend to fishermen the benefits of 
the Farm Credit Act of 1933.

Last year similar relief 
was extended to oyster planters, by allowing them to borrow 
under provisions similar to the farm credit units. The idea 
is that men may borrow to start up their fishing as the 
farmer is allowed to borrow to put in his crops or to buy 
fertilizer or needed machinery. 

Trying to Stop Churning of Clams 

Steps to end the practice of churning clams with a motor- 
boat and causing widespread ruin of natural beds in Sandy 
Hook and the Shrewsbury River in the vicinity of Highlands 
has been taken by the Board of Shell Fisheries of New Jersey. 

The practice of churning with the propeller of a motor 
boat was brought to the attention of the State Department 
six months ago. The boat was weighted down in the bow to 
retard its speed and it was run in shallow water through the 
clam beds on the sand bars in bay and river, digging a furrow 
about two feet wide. After churning out the clams, they were 
scooped up and many bushels were taken each day by this 
method. As a result, the market was flooded and the price 
dropped from 75 cents a bushel to 35 cents. 

Crab Island Again to have Fish Factory 

Crab Island, in Little Egg Harbor Township, an island in 
Great Bay, was sold last month by the Township to L. T. 
Layton of Philadelphia, who plans to again run a fish factory. 

The township has sold the island for taxes, and disposed of 
the tax lien to Layton for $12,228.96, the amount of the taxes 
due. 

There was a menhaden fish fertilizer and oil factory on the 
island for many years. 

Two Fishermen Adrift Picked Up by Steamer 

Two fishermen adrift for seven hours in a disabled open 
skiff 20 miles at sea were picked up by a steamer and taken 
to Barnegat Lightship last month while Coast Guards, unaware 
they had been saved searched for them. 

Both men, Miles Nelson and John ‘Genderson, are from 
Seaside Park. They laid down their trawls and were starting 
back about 5:00:P.M. 

Shortly after dark their families became alarmed and _no- 
tified the Coast Guard station at Barnegat and Captain Ben- 
jamin Irons and two mechanics, Henry Gaskill and Elmer 
Horner, started out in a life boat. 

While the Guards cruised toward the nets Nelson and Gen- 
derson drifted into the steamer lane and the searchlights of 
the S.S. Middlesex, northbound, spotted their craft. They 
were taken aboard and their skiff was towed along.

Wants Free Inspection 

Service for Seafood Canners 


HE Biloxi Chamber of Commerce last month requested 

Senators Theodore G. Bilbo and Pat Harrison and Con- 

gressman Bill Colmer to make an effort at the present 
session of Congress to have the seafood inspection bill amend- 
ed so that the Food and Drug Administration may carry out 
its work at no cost to the packing industry. 

Last May when the Chamber of Commerce was successful 
in having the bill passed after many months of meetings and 
conferences with canners and others interested, the Mississippi 
delegation in Congress stated that it would be impossible to 
have the bill passed with free inspection service. Due to a 
last minute effort on the part of Congressman Bill Colmer 
the service was made available to any packer who would apply 
and pay for same. 

The costs of the inspection service is heavy, especially upon 
the small canners and lately it has developed that the inspected 
shrimp is given preference over the regular pack. 

Since the meat packing industry at Chicago is furnished 
free inspection service, the Biloxi organization believes that 
the same treatment should be accorded the seafood canners. 


Coast Guard to Aid Fishermen 

A committee of officials representing the Gulf Coast 
Shrimpers and Oystermen’s Association met with Lt. W. S. An- 
derson, commander of the Biloxi Coast Guard air station, and 
Chamber of Commerce representatives last month to discuss 
phases of Coast Guard assistance to the fishing fleet. 

The Coast Guard, while not fully equipped, stands ready 
to render such assistance as may be of an emergency nature. 
The planes will carry messages of death or sickness to fisher 
men in the outside waters and later the hospital plane will be 
able to bring in injured or sick fishermen. 

Lt. Anderson suggested that it would be a splendid thing 
if the fishing boats would have their names painted on the 
tops of the pilot houses. The colors most suitable would be 
black letters against a yellow background. 


Increase Reported in Sales of Shrimp 

Mr. and Mrs. Ben Grishman entertained the members of 
Biloxi Shrimp Shippers Association and their friends at a de- 
lightful entertainment and dinner at their plantation home, 
Orange Grove, Sunday afternoon, January 20.

Mr. Grisham reported that fine progress had been made in 
the two months since the organization of the Biloxi Shrimp 
Shippers Association and said that sales had increased and 
better prices had been received despite the fact that there were 
some shippers who were not members of the association. 


Dates for Oyster and Shrimp Fishing Fixed 

The Mississippi Seafood Commission has passed an ordinance 
fixing the date of closing the season for taking or catching 
salt water shrimp in Mississippi, making this unlawful from 
January 7 to February 15. 

A second ordinance orders the public oyster dredging reefs 
of the state closed for taking or catching oysters by means 
of dredge until January 15. It also provides for the opening 
of certain reefs to dredging on and after January 15. 

The ordinance states that all reefs other than Saint Joe reef 
be closed for dredging until January 15. It also orders that 
all public oyster dredging reefs other than the reefs reserved 
by statute for tonging be opened January 15. However, it is 
against the law to take oysters from a newly planted reef 
until two years after the planting.

Fishing Industry Shows Big 
Improvement in Many Branches 
By C. A. Dixon 


OHN F. Calder, Dominion of Canada Supervisor of Fish- 
J eries for Southern New Brunswick, recently stated that 

fishing showed a big improvement. in Quoddy regions of 
Charlotte County. Prices were generally higher, he said, and 
the improvement has been noted particularly in the sardine 
fisheries. There has been a good demand and better prices 
during the past year and in some localities the fishermen have 
done well, especially those of Deer Island, who have had a 
banner year. The output from Connors Bros., Ltd., during 
1934, Mr. Calder said, was greater than that of any sardine 
canning plant for any one year in any part of the North 
American continent. 

Campobello Island haddock fishermen obtained good prices 
for their catches, selling these to Eastport and Lubec dealers. 
Prices ranged from four and one-half cents to five and one- 
half cents a pound over and above the United States customs 
duty. On the whole, the supervisor said that the year 1934 
has seen a considerable improvement in the fisheries of Char- 
lotte and Saint John counties, and fishermen are looking 
forward to a continuation of the betterment of conditions. 


Connors Bros. Report a Good Year 

It is encouraging to note that in addition to the good re- 
ports from Maine regarding increased demand for canned sar- 
dines, the Canadian firm of Connors Bros., Ltd., reports that 
its sales were good, and that the second largest pack of sardines 
in the history of the concern was put up in 1934, presumably 
considerably over 300,000 cases. At the closing down of the 
sardine canning plant, this firm commenced to pack clams 
on a large scale in the factory located at Beaver Harbor, N. B. 


Longest Sardine Packing Season on Record 

Since the winding up of the sardine packing season by 
Connors Bros., Ltd., of Black’s Harbor, N. B., on the last 
day of the old year, after what is said to be the longest sea- 
son on record, weir fishermen and herring fishermen of 
Charlotte County sold their January catches to lobster baiters 
and for shipment fresh to New England markets. Prices 
ranged around $5 a hogshead at the weirs, and quite a bit of 
money was made by certain individual weir owners. Toward 
the latter part of the month herring became scarce, however, 
and many weirs were “stripped” early in January in order to 
preserve the bottoms intact, if possible. Before the stripping 
operations were carried out, however, a number of the struc- 
tures were damaged or destroyed by heavy gales and twine 
netting or “marline” was ripped to shreds in some cases. 


Excellent Prospects for Next Season 

Prospects for another good season are excellent, as the de- 
mand for canned sardines has received a boost far above the 
expectations of even the most sanguine optimists. New weirs 
will be built in several places in the County, and it is ex- 
pected that many structures which have been sadly neglected 
as tO equipment in recent years, will be reconditioned, and 
both the structures themselves and equipment such as marline, 
seines, dip-nets, scoop-nets, drops, and twine netting “shut- 
offs” will be put in first class shape to prepare for what 
promises to be a real “come-back” of the sardine industry. 


Scallops Bringing Good Prices 

Southern New Brunswick scallop fishermen have found the 
present Winter a tough one for dragging due to almost con- 
tinuous gales of wind and rough weather. Lately conditions 
have been somewhat better. Some boats get from 10 to 20 
gallons of shelled scallops some days. Prices at Eastport where 
the major portion of the landings are sold have fluctuated 
considerably from $1.50 to $2.25. Considerable money has 
been spent by fishermen in boats and equipment

The Andrava, Capt. Roland Knickle had to return to port on 
account of rudder trouble with only a few fish, and the re- 
maining schooners of the fleet landed small catches last month. 


Schooner “Fieldwood” Loses Skipper 

Tales of the terrific storms at sea have been bared with the 
arrival in port of several large three-masted schooners. The 
one bringing the most tragic story was the tern schooner Fiéld- 
wood, bound from Turks Island with salt for Lunenburg. She 
was taken in tow by the cutter Argo off the New Haven coast 
and towed into New Bedford, Mass., with her flag at half- 
mast for her captain, Harris Oxner, who was washed over- 
board while alone on deck. The vessel was battling a storm about 
180 miles South of Nantucket at the time. The cook, George 
Croft, suffered a dislocated shoulder during the storm. The 
Fieldwood’s mainsail was blown away and her rudder was 
disabled making her unmanageable. The Fieldwood is owned 
by Hon. C. W. Anderson of Sherbrooke, N. S. 


Officers of Fishermen’s Relief Association Elected 

The statement of the President of the Lunenburg Fisher- 
men’s Mutual Relief Association at their annual meeting 
showed that claims in connection with four fatalities in the 
fishing fleet during the year had been fully capitalized and an 
amount set aside to meet all demands. On account of ill 
health, the Secretary of the Association, G. B. Fraser, had 
been forced to resign at the beginning of the year and M. M. 
Gardner, the President took over these duties. The officers 
elected for the year 1935 were H. R. Arenburg, President; 
Henry C. Winters, Vice-President, with Douglas Adams as 
the remaining member of the Executive Committee. M. M. 
Gardner was appointed Secretary-Treasurer of the Association. 


“Cachelot” Ready for Fishing 
The yacht Cachelot, purchased last Fall by Adams & 
Knickle, and converted into a fresh fisherman has been hauled 
to the docks of the Lunenburg Foundry Company where her 
engines are being tuned up. The Cachelot was overhauled 
from stem to sternpost and had her lofty spars cut down. 


Operating Out of Digby 
Another Lunenburg County motor vessel, the Elizabeth M., 
Captain Archie Wentzell, of Mahone Bay, has been added 
to the scallop fishing fleet out of Digby. 


To Engage in Fresh Fisheries 
The schooner Isabel Spindler, Captain Willett Spindler, took 
on bait and supplies and sailed for Halifax where she will 
engage in the fresh fisheries for the National Fish Company. 


Sails for Porto Rico 
The schooner Agnes McGlashen, Captain Hibbert Wamback, 
with a cargo of fish loaded by William Duff, sailed for Porto 
Rico. This vessel will bring a return cargo of salt. 


“Robert J. Knickle” Repaired 
A diver from Halifax was at work at the dock of Adams 
and Knickle clearing the propeller of the schooner Robert J. 
Knickle which had become fouled. A new foresail and jib 
were replaced, after which she sailed for the banks.

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Digby-Annapolis Scallop 
Market Enlarging 
By J. F. Hillman 


HE very reversal of what was expected during the month 
4 2 of January has happened in the fishing industry as re- 

gards the most part of Digby and Annapolis Counties. 
At the beginning of the year the prospects looked rosy, fish 
of all kinds were in fair demand with good prices prevailing 
but the weather man changed the whole picture. Terrific 
storms lashed the coast and destroyed thousands of lobster 
traps, driving hundreds of them out to sea and smashing 
countless numbers on the rocky shores. 


High Winds Tie up Scallop Fleet 

Adverse weather conditions have also seriously curtailed 
the operations of the Digby-Annapolis scallop fleet and the 
boats have been tied to the wharves many more days than 
engaged in dragging. 

Day after day the boats started for the scallop beds only 
to be turned back by the heavy winds which make it im- 
possible for successful operation. There have been a few 
minor accidents among the fishermen, but no serious losses of 
gear, and with any kind of a break there is still a chance to 
come through with dollar signs on the right side of the ledger. 


Demand for Scallops Improving 

The market for Digby scallops has extended to upper 
Canadian cities and there is now quite a demand from Mon- 
treal where consignments have met with a good reception. 
This is a matter of good promise and bids fair to increase the 
demand in the large and populous centers. The prompt ship- 
ping of fresh scallops from Digby is a big factor in the success 
of the industry. 


St. John Holds Spirited Auction 
of Fishing Lots 
By M. E. McNulty 


HE annual January sale of fishing privileges for the 

current year, in St. John harbor, found some spirited 

bidding for several of the yearly leases. It was also an- 
nounced by the St. John Harbor Commission that the sale 
of the 1936 leases would be held in October, 1935, instead of 
next January. This advancement of the auction is the ac- 
tion of the Harbor Commission, which has been in charge of 
the harbor fishing privileges for the past five years. For 
40 years previously, the city council of St. John held the 
auction. Always, the auction has been held during January. 
The date for the October auction will be announced during 
the late Summer by the Commission, through its manager, 
Alex. Gray. 

The keenest bidding at the 1935 sale was for Lot 8, in the 
Navy Island area, directly at the mouth of the St. John 
River, as it enters the harbor of St. John, thence the Bay 
of Fundy. The major competitors for this valuable lease 
were McCormack & Zatzman, who have had this lease each 
year for the past 20 years, and E. M. Robertson, making his 
first appearance as a contender for this license. Both parties 
are active in fish curing and wholesaling as well as produc- 
tion. McCormack & Zatzman have two fish plants, and 
Mr. Robertson one plant, all on the East side of the harbor. 
The upset price for this valuable lot was $1,500, and there 
was very keen bidding until the bid reached $3,000, when 
Mr. Robertson withdrew, resulting in McCormack & Zatz- 
man taking the lease on the next bid, viz. $3,010. This was 
a record price for this lot, the highest previously having 
been $2,401, in 1932. It required about 20 minutes to sell this 
lot, the bids coming fast from the upset price. 

The total receipts of the sale were $3,695, the second highest 
since the fishing lots came into the control of the local Harbor 
Commission. The highest was that of 1932, when the receipts 
were about $1,000 higher than for 1935.
